it is evident from the am ount of 
m atter that is sent out of W ashing­ 
ton bearing upon proposed debt can­ 
cel lations “to the great benefit of both 
debtors and creditors," that somebody 
is carrying out an active and adroit 
propaganda for the purpose of keep­ 
ing these ideas before the American 
people. These proposals are advocated 
in literature concerning a vague and 
indefinite economic conference to be 
held some time somewhere. 


How else does the subject of eco­ 
nomics and debts become so prom in­ 
ent. unless somebody or some interest 
is making it so? 
it is well known 
that the great private iinancial in­ 
terests of this country 
have 
much 
money invested in European war loans. 
These private loans are in all prob­ 
ability secured, but whatever the se­ 
curity may be, much of it no doubt. 
is of depreciated value and depend­ 
ent for its rehabilitation in worth on 
the general 
fiscal 
rehabilitation of 
the debtor nations. 
With the public 
loans cancelled, this recovery would 
be speeded up as a m atter of course, 
which is precisely what our great pri­ 
vate iinancial interests most earnestly 
desire. The big guns in finance would 
thus be relieved, and the burden un­ 
loaded upon the American taxpayer, 
who has about all he can bear with­ 
out it. 
Of course, these foreign loans 
should be collected with interest and 
our governm ent taxes corresponding­ 
ly reduced. 
It would be political sui­ 
cide for the party in power in this 
government which gives consent to 
the cancellation of our public foreign 
loans. There will undoubtedly he con­ 
siderable delay in the collection of 
these loans, hut they will not be ca n ­ 
celled. 


LEAGER OF N ATIONS BAN KNITT 


Form er 
President 
Wilson, 
at 
a 
gathering of his adm irers recently, 
declared that the League of Nations 
is a very live and vital organization 
which is "amply able to take care of 
itself.’’ 


The fact is that the League of Na­ 
tions is practically a bankrupt insti­ 
tution due to the fact that its members 
have refused or neglected to pay their 
dues. T reasury records of the League 
show that unless a new 
system of 
forcing nations to pay their hills to 
the League is put into effect the o r­ 
ganization will soon face a deficit of 
ten million gold francs. 


Eighteen nations, the records show, 
paid not a single cent of the sum s 
owed the League in 1921. 
These are 
chiefly South American countries and 
a few of the sm aller E uropean na­ 
tions. 
England, it is 
shown, 
still 
owes the League more than $50,000, 
and South Africa owes $150,000.

Child Labor day will be observed 
tills week by the clubs in the Minne­ 
sota Federation of Women's clubs. 
All clubs will study material sup­ 
plied by the National 
Child 
Labor 
committee and will make a special 
survey of the la vs of Minnesota relat­ 
ing lo child labor, to compulsory edu­ 
cation and particularly to children of 
rural districts, and their legislative 
needs, with a view to improving con­ 
ditions governing education through 
new laws. 
The federated clubs have been asked 
to toll the public about the National 
Child Labor committee and its work. 
nile committee is a national organiza­ 
tion, incorporated to promote tin* in­ 
terests of children in ail states. 
It is 
supported entirely by voluntary sub­ 
scriptions from American citizens lu­ 
te rested in tho welfare of children. 
Work Marted in HMH 
The committee was 
organized 
in 
1904 because increasing child labor in 
Hie I nited States was bringing with 
it increased poverty, ignorance, dis­ 
tress and vice. 
There were nearly 
2.000,000 laboring children, IO to la 
years old. 
Many states had no law 
protecting young children from fac­ 
tory, mill or mine work, from long 
hours, and night work. 
Many had no 
compulsory school law. 
Through the 
influence of the committee, the labor 
of young children has been eliminated 
almost entirely from mines, mills and 
'factories. 
Every state has some kind 
of a compulsory school law. 
Hut even 
now, thousands of child laborers on 
city streets, iii beet fields and on truck 
farms, need a chance for right child­ 
hood, schooling, development. 
Home 
of these children are only 5 years old. 
The committee works to attack evils 
that menace American progress, it em ­ 
ployes experts to study conditions; as­ 
sist local communities and corpora­ 
tions to draft 
and secure adequate 
laws; cooperates with state, school, 
health aud inspecting officials in es­ 
tablishing and maintaining education­ 
al and health standards; publishes re­ 
ports to guide other communities and 
states; is a democratic organization, 
doing the work which thinking and 
intelligent citizens want done.” 
Ile! I or Male Laws 
Progress in improvement of state 
laws since the organization of the n a­ 
tional committee is shown by the fact 
that in 1904 there w ere o n ly 13 states 
having the 14-year age limit for fac­ 
tories, one state with an 8-hour day 
for children under 16 and five states 
which prohibited night work under 16. 
Now there are 45 states with the 14- 
year age limit for factories: 32 states 
with an 8-hour day under 16 and 41 
states which prohibit night work un­ 
der 16. 
The latest report of the national 
committee shows that one child out 
of every eight from the age of IO to 
15 is gainfully employed outside the 
protection of federal or state laws, 
and each year 1,000,000 boys and girls 
of these age* leave school and go to 
work. 
The laws now do not apply 
to agriculture, domestic service, street 
trades, stores, messenger and delivery 
service, hotels or 
moving 
pictures. 
Minnesota women will make a particu­ 
lar study of the laws protecting rural 
children. 
The 
national 
committee’s 
report 
shows that there is more child labor 
iii rural than in urban America. 
In 
the last census is shown the fact that 
a million and a half children, IO to 15 
years old were engaged in agricultural 
occupations. The report says that the 
number has not diminished. 
Miss Hel­ 
en V. Barry, of the federal Children's 
bureau, says “undoubtedly the most 
serious problem of child labor today is 
that of agricultural work becaust the 
evil there means denial of education."
